1. Poniarded herewith are progress reports covering the period 1 October 
1959 to 1 May I960. Since reference b. has assigned new UW Areas, the old format 
of bi-monthly progress reports for odd and even numbered UW Areas will not be 
followed. Instead each Sub-Project, and the agents assigned to it, will be 
handled individually. Topics of interest to all areas, such as caching, will 

be handled in the following paragraphs. 

2. Our caching program during the reporting period has followed the in- 
structions in paragraphs d., e. and f. of reference b., which briefly state 
that arras, sabotage and air reception caching is to be discontinued, that ,furr 
ther in formation will be sen t from Headquarters concerning the caching of sur- 
vivaTlcits, and that W/f sets are to be cached only for fully trained operators. 
It is anticipated that EUCA's change of their Base Station and the corresponding 
change in our agent's si'gna"pl'ahs, wiU mean that new signal plans will have 

to be issued and cached. EUCA has informed us, however, that these will not be 
ready until July. We expect that GRHLAMED-31 will be fully trained after a 
scheduled two-week W/T session in August 1960$ we will attempt to get down a 
complete w/T cache for him before winter sets in. 

3. SOlls training plan has been following, in general, the outline given 
in paragraph 2. of reference d«, viz., that all P/A's will be brought up to at 
least Phase II of SOB*s Training Program before their deactivation, and that 
the W/T operators get the same material but at a somewhat slower pace. To 
achieve this, the following list of subjects is being given to each agent. For 
some this represents the first time that these subjects were given; for most 
agents this is just a review and assures that all have had at least the rudi- 
ments of Tradecraft 'Braining. The final training is spread out as follows over 
the last three meetings with agents:

2) At the next meeting in June, which will be the lest until next 
year, agent will be given m emergency contest system to GRSLARBB-26. Although 
GRIKP&ST& can operate as a singleton agent, it is felt that he could function, 
if necessary, as an alternate means of our coasaroicating with GRBLAKSD-26. One 
other iten pertaining to GftlKPASfE is still hanging fire, that of putting down 
a currency cache for him. ROB is presently in the process of getting gold bars 
on the e co n omy , as per paragraph 2 of KASW-IATO dated k April I960; this is to 
inform you that this is the procedure we have decided to follow.

Agent's area and personality 
lowraledge of the Salzburg area is extensive and the work was vdll done* Agent's 
approach to the matter of operational security, however, is rather questionable 
and agent has shows an inclination to return to his old sloppy ways* While 
there has been no breach of security as yet, 398 feels that It should dispense 
with agent's services before he has the chance to manufacture one* After the 
last meeting agent was told we would get in touch with hiss if we needed any- 
thing} we do not plan to call on bln again.
